The case for purely ethnic clubs

which consistently 
arise in your paper 
however, have me 
confused as to 
your stand on 
these subjects. 

1. You advocate the 
marketing of soccer in 
Australia and 

2. You are against 
ethnic names for clubs. 

In your articles on 
these subjects your 
paper strongly sup- 
ports these issues, yet I 
think they are in 
opposition to each 
other. 

Perhaps your views 
arise from a miscon- 
ception of ‘marketing’. 

Marketing is not 
promotion and selling, 
promotion is 25% of 
the marketing-mix — 
selling is probably 10% 
of promotion. 

The marketing con- 
cept was formulated 
(by Mr Lever of Lever 
& Kitchen) as an 
alternative to business 
involved in product 


and selling 
approaches. 
Marketing is, in soc- 


cer’s case, a spectator- 
need orientation back- 
ed by intergrated 
marketing aimed at 
acquiring the clubs (or 
Federations) goals 
through spectator 
satisfaction. In a nut- 
shell, marketing is 
discovering what con- 
sumers want and 
satisfying those wants 
profitably. 

A good marketer on 
studying the situation 
of soccer in Australia, 
would strongly advise 
against regionalising 
teams in most cases 
(there are a few excep- 
tions). 

Firstly, let me erase 
any thoughts of an 
ethnic background 
being behind my state- 
ments. 

I was born in Aus- 
tralia, My father, 
although born in the 
North-East of Eng- 
land, came to Austra- 
lia as a four- year-old. 
My mother and her 
parents were born in 
Australia. 

T’ve been involved in 
soccer for 31 years as a 
player (starting at 10), a 
coach, an administra- 
tor (both honorary and 
full-time), a journalist's 
aide (covering games 
at the Courier-Mail) 
and most importantly a 
spectator. 

I am currently back 
at school) after a 26- 
year absence) complet- 
ing a Disploma in 
Marketing. 

To market a product 
or service successfully 
you must first know 
your product and most 
importantly know ‘the 
market’.

Ethnic names give 
everlasting roots even 
if your ancestors came 
out on the First Fleet 
as is the case with my 
wife’s family. 

Through their name 
they still feel an 
association with any- 
thing Irish. 

Next comes the 
statement that it nar- 
rows the market, re- 
Stricts growth etc. 
Let’s take a thorough 
look at that. 

Everyone in busi- 
ness knows that the 
market place is chang- 
ing, trends and pro- 
ducts that were popu- 
lar 10 years ago aren't 
anymore.

There is no law that 
prevents clubs from 
setting themselves up 
to win, you don't have 
to gamble, you simply 
find out what the con- 
sumer wants and sup- 
ply it at a profit. 

‘Obviously, to spell 
out everything that can 
be done by marketing 
to bring soccer to the 
fore would require a 
many thousand page 
document. 

The Marketing Plan 


for the Honda Civic is 
over a thousand pages 
and that is only o1 
product. 

Soccer as a whole 
offers many products 
and they vary enor- 
mously whether you 
are looking from a 
view as a Federation or 
a single club. 

I also realise that 
this letter itself has 
gone on far too long to 
be printed by your 
paper in whole, but I 
ask you please to allow 
your scribes to read it 
in whole and hopefully 
reconsider their stand 
on regionalising. 

I would also be in- 
terested in any clubs 
requiring Strategic 
Marketing Plans to be 
drawn up, but can’t 
afford the $10,000 to 
$50,000 fee that is in- 
volved with having 
them drawn up.

Roos face Brazilian 
and Russian coaches

RUSSIA and Brazil 
have thrown an un- 
expected hitch into 
Australian plans of 
winning the fifth In- 
dependence Day 
Soccer Tournament. 

Socceroo coach Les 
Scheinflug was greeted 
with the news on arrival 
that Indonesia has em- 
ployed two Russian 
coaches, while Thailand 
has the services of 
Brazilian Carlos 
Alberta. 

Australia last met 
Alberta when he was in 
charge of the Saudi Ara- 
bian team during the 
1988 Gold Cup 
Bicentenary tourna- 
ment. 


In addition, the Soc- 
ceroos face successive 
matches against 
Malaysia and Indonesia 
(B) to start the tourna- 
ment, while the two 
home teams get a two- 
day break between 
games. 

“They're certainly 
making it tough for us 
and it will be difficult 
for the players to pro- 
duce their best,” said 
Scheinflug. 

“Players can’t fully 
recover 24 hours after a 
game and I would have 
preferred a longer 
break. 

“But I have a lot of 
confidence in this squad 
and we came here to put 
a unit together to repre- 
sent Australia over the 
next four years.” 

The Australians com- 
pleted a solid one-hour 
training session this 
morning in high humid- 
ity and heat. 


Their matches are 
scheduled for the early 
and late evening, but 
Scheinflug preferred the 
morning training be- 
cause the weather is 
hotter. 

“Tt will give them lon- 
ger to recover and also 
will give them a mental 
boost when they play 
their tournament 
matches in cooler condi- 
tions,” he said. 


“This first match is 
most important. If they 
can cope with the heat 
we'll do well.” 

The Socceroos spent 
the early part of their 
training in Canberra 
with the temperature 
below zero and have 
transferred to a tropical 
climate with the reading 
around 30 degrees. 

Tt will be almost a 
new-look team to take 
the field, with only cap- 
tain Paul Wade and 
midfielder Mike 
Petersen as the soul sur- 
vivors from the 1988 
Socceroos who finished 
fourth at the Seoul 
Olympics. 

“I have to look for 
nine new players and 
every position is up for 
grabs,” said Scheinflug. 

“At this stage we 
haven't missed the skills 
of Oscar Crino or the 
speed of Frank Farina. 

“This could be our 
future national team.” 

Goalkeeper Robert 
Zabica was the player 
most effected by the 
training. 

Zabica, who has done 
little work since the end 
of the National League, 
finished stiff_and sore 
after the Canberra 
training and was tired 
after today’s session. 

However, Scheinflug 
has little doubt he will 
have regained his touch 
by the time of the open- 
ing match against 
Malaysia on Monday. 

Scheinflug has been 
in touch. with national 
coach Eddie Thomson 
who is in England with 
the Olympic Games 
team. 

Thomson has sug- 
gested a starting 11 for 
the Malaysia game, and 
will confer again with 
Scheinflug after the 
match. 

“The soccer world 
has become more even 
with the spread of top 
coaches around the 
globe and there aren't 
any more easy games. 
But this group won't let 
us  down,’’ © said 
Scheinflug.

“I am disappointed and shattered that it 
should come to this,” he said.

Watkins said the 
Federation was pressing

THE question of how 
many es a week, 
and how long a play- 
er in the National 
Soccer League t Ss 
each week, is some- 
thing that continual- 
ly comes up when 
talking to junior 
players during 
school visits. 

Now that many NSL 
clubs have begun that 
ritual which aims to pre- 
pace players physically 
for kicks off day in early 
October — the question 
becomes most relevant. 

For a six to eight 
week period before the 
beginning of the season 
most clubs will train 
four times a week with 
the main purpose of 
training being condi- 
tioning, 

‘The length of the ex- 
ercise session and the 
selection of activities 
becomes the personal 
choice of the coach and, 
often, the assistant or 
trainer. 

While training must 
be designed to meet the 
basic needs of each indi- 
vidual, the different de- 
mands of each position 
in soccer require a well 
planned program. 

Unfortunately there 
are no short cuts in the 
pre-season workouts 
and normally long runs, 
around 45 minutes, are 
the order of the day 

Running over diffe- 
rent surfaces (road, 
grass, sand) and chang- 
ing terrains (flat 
ground, slopes, steep 
hills) is also a common 
pre-season training 


practice. 
Ask someone who 
has survived a legendary 
Frank Arok pre-season 
welcome, or a Mike 
Urakalo or Casey De 
Bruin Sunday morning 
special and their reply 
will be short and to the 
point, “IT KILLS”. 

The Mariani — Mar- 
coni sessions at Cron- 
ulla beach on a Sunday 
morning seemed an 
enjoyable way to start 
training, before the 
1989 season. 

‘The warm up on hard 
sand had everyone in 
good spirits. 

After six repetitions 
of a mid-sized sand 
dune the players were 
happy with what they 
had achieved and were 
ready to return. 

The following four 
runs up a steep, never 
ending hill had a variety 
of outcomes, 

Some finished, but 
were gasping for breath. 

Others came close to 
collapsing, Bobby Cat- 
lin watched. 

All had jelly legs. 

The jog back to the 
car park was slow and 
painful.

Carlos Pachame, Bilar- 
do's assistant coach 
since the 1986 World 
Cup in Mexico should 
be his replacement.

Bilardo himself sup- 
ports that idea and also 
considered that experi-

An 
incredible waste of 
talent.

Foreign influx 
worries Brits

ENGLISH players 
are concerned that 
cut-price Euro- 


peans are 
threatening their 
jobs. 

Gordon Taylor, 


chief executive of the 
Professional Foot- 
ballers’ Association 
(PFA), said they were 
concerned that high 
domestic transfer fees 
were encouraging 
clubs to look abroad. 

“The clear impress- 
ion is that Eastern 
European players are 
being signed purely be- 
cause they are cheap- 
er,” he said. 

“Lots of clubs are 
being approached by 
agents offering fore- 
igners and we do not 
want places being 
taken by players who 
may not be better than 
their own, just 
cheaper.” 

Since the sweeping 
political changes in 
Eastern Europe, not- 
able signings include 
Czechoslovak goal- 
keepers Ludek Miklos-

Off the field, former 
Czechoslovak national 
coach Jozef Venglos 
last month became the 
first non-Briton to 
manage an English 
First Division club 
when he joined Aston 
Villa. 

Taylor said that

League rules state that 
clubs may field three 
non-British or non- 
Irish players, with the 


proviso that non-Euro- 
pean Community play- 
ers need a work 
permit. 

Work permits are 
usually only granted if 
the club can prove that 
there is no suitable 
domestic alternative. 

The situation is to 
change in 1992 when 
clubs playing in Euro- 
pean competitions will 
be allowed to field four 
non-nationals but Ir- 
ish, Welsh and Scottish 
players in English 
teams will be consi- 
dered as foreigners, 

However, there is a 
residential qualifica- 
tion excluding a player 
from the restrictions 
after five years. 

“Foreigners must 
be better than those 
players we have here 
or there should be no 
work permit,” Taylor 
said. 

He said this should 
limit all foreigners to 
the First Division since 
it would be hard to 
claim they were world 
class if they were not 
playing in the top 
flight. 

“There has to be 
scope for a view from 
abroad but it would be 
bad if that trickle be- 
came a flood.”

ALAN Rothenberg, architect of the successful soccer tourna- 
ment at the 1984 Los Angeles Olympics, has pledged that a 
priority task as new head of the US Soccer Federation will be a 
complete review of plans for the 1994 World Cup. 
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BARELY a month after West Germany won the World Cup, the last Bundesliga 
season in its present form got underway a fortnight ago. 


Next year, the first 
phase of an integrated 
German League, with 
the inclusion of two 
clubs from East Ger- 
many’s Oberliga, will 
start. 

Already a large slice 
of East German talent 
has been snapped up 
by clubs in the West 
and as if to underline 
the differences be- 
tween East and West, 
Bundesliga clubs have 
spent like never before 
in the close season 
transfer market. 


Leading the way 
were mighty Bayern 
Munich, who look all 
but certain to clinch 
their third title in a row 
and their 13th in-all, 
having spent $10 mil- 
lion on strengthening 
what was already the 
strongest team. 


Their main outlay 
has been on Danish 
striker Brian Laudrup, 
younger brother of 
Michael, from Bayer 
Uerdingen for $5 
million, 


Danish ace Andersen —. transferred from 

Anderlecht, of Belgium, to FC Koln in one of 

the major deals of the West German Bundes- 
liga off-season. 


But they have 
bought midfielder 
Steffen Effenberg 
from Borussia Moen- 
chengladbach and 
Michael Sternkopf 
from SC Karlsruhe, 
both for in excess $2.6 
million. 

Competition for 
places is so intense that 
Scottish international 
striker Allan McInally 
and Yugoslav counter- 
part Raddy Mihajlovic 
will probably leave the 
club. 


Defender Klaus Au- 
genthaler, a key figure 
in the World Cup side, 
said; “This season, the 
Thursday matches be- 
tween the first team 
and the reserves is 
going to be harder 
than the League game 
on a Saturday.” 

Manager Uli Hoe- 
ness added: ‘‘We've 
got the best team 
we've ever had, even 
better than in the days 
of Beckenbauer, Breit- 
ner, Muller, Maier and 
Rummenigge. 

“We've got 20 play- 
ers all of more or less 
the same calibre and 


all capable of holding 
‘down a place in the 
First Division.” 

Bayern may concen- 
trate this season on the 
European Champions’ 
Cup, which it has not 
won since the last of 
three straight wins in 
1976, particularly as it 
has financed a spend- 
ing spree with a mas- 
sive bank loan. 

Hoeness is ‘adamant, 
though. 

“Until now we've 
never spent more than 
we had in our account, 
but the time has come 
to follow the lead of 
the big Italian clubs 
and spend money 
which you can earn 
back during the 
season, 

“Bayern is a good 
Proposition and I’m 
sure we'll have paid it 
all back by the end of 
the year.”
